UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
May 2—Russia today vetoed 
the United States resolution 
calling for establishment of an 
international inspection plan to 
safeguard against surprise at- 
tack over the Arctic region. 

The vote for the resolution 
in the U.N. Security Council 
was 10 to 1 in favor. Russia’s 
adverse constituted a 
veio.. It was the eighty-third 
veto used by the Russians in 
the U.N. 

The resolution was _ intro- 
duced in response to a Soviet 
complaint that the flights of 
United States bombers toward 
the Soviet frontier jeopardized 
peace by provoking retaliation 
from Russia. It would have 
provided for impartial inspec- 
tion of all air traffic in the 
polar régions, whether by 
Western nations or the Soviet 
Union 

Soviet Proposal Loses. 

By a vote of 9 to 1, with one 
abstention, a Russian resolution 
designed to halt the United 
States flights was voted down. 
it was the first vote on the 
Russian proposal, which had 
been withdrawn when it be- 
came evident at an earlier 
meeting last week that it could 
not muster votes for adoption. 
It was later introduced again 
with minor changes. 

An adjournment moved by 
Japan at the end of this morn- 
ing’s Council meeting failed to 
jroduce agreement on a plan 
backed by India and others to 
have Council President C. S. A. 
Ritchie of Canada express the

amended in an effort to avert 
a Soviet veto, also would have 
referred the issue to a sum-

United States ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge told the 
Council Russia's veto demon- 
strated that the “Soviet Union 
is more interested in bringing 
to the world anxieties instead 
of trying to allay fears 

“This.” Lodge said, “is mere- 
ly an attempt to keep United 
States Air Force planes on 
the ground where they would 
be sitting ducks for a surprise 
attack. 

‘Intolerant Rejection.’ 

“How long can this rigid and 
irtolerant rejection of our of- 
fer to discuss the situation in 
good faith go on? Nobody but 
the Soviet Union can answer 
that.”

vote, Soviet Delegate Arkady 
Sobolev had voiced vigorous 
opposition to the United States 
resolution. 

The Russian spokesman said 
caustically that “it was diffi- 
cult to understand” why Ham- 
marskjold added his voice to 
support a “propaganda ma- 
nuever.”

Ousted Dictator. 


BOGOTA, May 2 (UP)— 

Rebei military police seized 
the president and three other 
members of Colombia’s ruling 
military junta today in an un- 
successful revolutionary at- 
tempt. The four men _ later 
were released unharmed. 

By mid-afternoon, the insur- 
gents were reduced to a small 
number under rebel leader 
Hernando Forero Gomez, 
and were beleaguered in the 
city’s military police headquar- 
ters barracks. 

The move appeared to be an 
eftort to restore ousted Dicv- 
tator Gustavo Rojas Pinilla 
just two days before next Sun- 
day’s presidential election 
which was scheduled to restore 
full constitutional government 
to this country. 


The rebel group temporarily 
seized control of telephone and 
telegraph facilities, Bogota’s 
radio stations and other key 
points at the outset of the up- 
rising. 

The government surrounded 
the rebel-held barracks with 
1100 men equipped with light 
artillery and automatic weap- 
ons, had 42 fighter planes at 
the nearby military § airport 
ready to go into action, and 


ordered the insurgents to sur- 
render. 

Col. Forero admitted he was 
beaten, but asked that the 
present junta membership be 
changed and that the govern- 
ment promise that no punish- 
ment be imposed on the rebels. 

The fifth junta member, V. 
Adm. Ruben Piedrahita, who 
had been warned in advance 
of the plot, escaped the rebels 
and directed operations to put 


down the uprising.

SALISBURY, Southern Rho- 
desia, May 2—Engineers and 
building contractors are find- 
ing it impossible to recruit la- 
bor among the local Bemba 
tribe to build a hydro-electric 
dam at Chisimba Falls, which 
the Bemba believe is the rest- 
ing place of tribal spirits. 

Chitimukulu, the Bemba 
paramount chief, has never 
seen the falls. It is believed 
that he would drop dead in- 
stantly if he did. Furthermore, 


no Bemba will cross the river 


above the falls carrying food 
because they believe that an- 
cestral spirits are so ravenous 
that they would pull under 
and drown any native who was 
carrying as much as one 
monkeynut in his pocket. 

White engineers who had 
hoped to complete the weir 
and powerhouse foundations in 
the dry season face a disastrous 
delay unless they are able to 
persuade the Bemba to over- 
ride their supersititions. The 
alternate is to import labor 
at prohibitive cost.

ing projects here. They were 
credited with receiving a total 
of $34,641. 

Michaels's name first ap- 
peared Oct. 28, 1953, on a pay- 
roll list of the Wendell Oliver 
Pruitt Homes submitted to the 
authority by the Stephen Gor- 
man Bricklaying Co., 4200 
Clayton avenue. The Gorman 
firm, which is under investiga- 
tion by Federal Treasury 
agents, had ‘the masonry sub- 
contract on the Pruitt Homes 
as well as all other postwar 
public housing projects in St. 
Louis. 


First Week as Bricklayer.

Apartments project. However, 
he did not appear on both 
payrolls on the same work 
week. 

Michaels was 
the Gorman payroll Aug. 25, 
1954. Early the next year the 
name of another Wortman as- 
sociate, Sam Magin, began to 
appear on the payroll for the 
George L. Vaughn Apartments. 
He was carried as “assistant 
superintendent of bricklayers” 
and his salary was $138 a week. 

Magin, front man in many of 
Wortman’s financia] deals, was 
paid a total of $1324 for 10 
weeks’ work on the Vaughn 
job. Treasury agents, who have 
checked Gorman’s office ‘rec- 
ords, said Michaels and Magin 
each received more than $22.- 
000 on the housing projects and 
other jobs of the Gorman com- 
pany 

Gang Fight Recalled. 

Michaels led a band of 
Syrian hoodlums in a bloody 
fight with the old “Green| 
Ones,” an Italian gang, in the. 
late 1920s. Twenty-six men 
were killed on St. Louis Streets 
in a battle over bootlegging | 
territory. Later Michaels served 
13 years in the Illinois Peni- 
tentiary for robbery. 

Magin, a native of Greece, 
was indicted last year in the | 
Government's investigation of 
Wortman’s financial affairs. He 
was charged with lying when 
questioned by Treasury agents | 
and the grand jury.

OF $8,000,000 


He Says Request of Po- 
lice Department Was 
Cut $640,000—Paves 
Way for Test of Ap- 
propriation. 


Proposed city expenditures 
of $64,134,060—more than $6.- 
000,000 in excess of anticipated 
revenue for the current fiscal 
year—were formally submitted 
to the Board of Aldermen to- 
day. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, 
speaking for the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, also 
outlined an 1l-point tax and 
revenue-raising program that 
would bring in about $8,000.- 
000 in additional revenue if 
enacted in full. He said it is 
up to the aldermen to choose 
from among the measures to 
produce the needed revenue. 

With the revenue program, 
the Mayor proposed a $640,000 
reduction in the request of the 
Board of Police Commission- 
ers for $15,733,015 with which 
to operate the police depart- 
ment this year 

Since the police board an- 
nounced yesterday it could not 
cut its request, the action of 
the estimate board in insistirg 
on the cut is expected to bring 
about a legal test of whether 
the city is bound to grant the 
police department whatever 
| sum it asks. Because the de- 
| partment is an agency of the 
state, the prevailing opinion 
has been that its expenditures 
are beyond the budgetary con- 
| trol of the city 

At. the conclusion of the 
Mayor's message, Alderman Al- 
fred I. Harris, Twenty-second 
/Ward Democrat, called atten- 
tion to an opinion of the City 
Counselor last year holding the 
city had no authority to change 
budget requests of the police 
department. He asked the May- 
or to explain the reduction by 
the estimate board in the light 
of this opinion. 

Tucker replied that addition- 
al work had been ddne by the 
City Counselor's office since 
that opinion had been issued.

Bureaucracy Rampant 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In the past week we have wit- 
nessed one of the most dramatic 
illustrations of a conflict that pro- 
ceeds endlessly beneath’ the 
surface of everyday events. This 
is the conflict of bureaucracy and 
democracy. The dramatic illustra- 
tion is the deportation of William 
Heikkila. 

Many people have cried loudly 
from the rooftops about this in- 
cident. However, the basic issue 
seems to be lost in the drama of 
this individual case. The issue 
is: “Does the Government exist to 
protect the rights of the individ- 
ual as guaranteed in the Consti- 
tion. or does the Government, at 
least as represented by the non- 
elected officialdom, exist solely to 
perpetuate its own existence?” 

If government is to protect the 
rights of the individual, it has 
been doing a poor job, at least 
sinte the inauguration; of Mc- 
Carthy’s holy crusade to purify 
us. If, however, our officialdom 
does in reality exist solely to 
maintain and extend its own pow- 
er. as it seems to me it does, then 
the conflict between bureaucracy 
and democracy becomes glaringly 
evident 

If this week's fiasco goes un- 
punished, the implications for the 
rights of the individual are tre- 
mendous. Enough has been Said 
about the use of Gestapo meth- 
ods However, this incident is 
only the most glaring of a whole 
series that has been undermining 
the basic rights of the individual 
as guaranteed by the Constitution. 


The right of the individual to 
freedom of travel is so grossly 
obstructed by State Department 
policy that it is almost ludicrous. 
Customs officials are now so high- 
ly qualified that they are able to 
judge what is morally right for 
the nation 

Mr. Heikkila had his case pend- 
ing before a United States court. 
Nevertheless, the Immigration 
Department deprived him of his 
legal rights by summarily deport- 
ing him. If the bureaucracy is 
successful in becoming more pow- 
erful than the judiciary, then the 
liberty of the individual will be 
sacrificed on the high altar of ad- 
ministrative expediency.

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Nuclear Arms for Germany? 


That Deputy Premier Mikoyan should have 
urged West Germany not to take up nuclear 
arms need cause no special surprise in the 


West. What else could a. Russian say? 

The real question, however, is how Ger- 
many’s NATO allies arid the German people 
themselves feel about this issue. And the 
answer is far from clear. In the recent 
Bundestag debate, Dr. Adenauer created the 
impression that he was advocating atomic ar- 
mament not because he personally desired it, 
but because it is necessary if Germany is to 
respect its NATO obligations. Yet the NATO 
statesmen have-not publicly urged Germany 
to take up the new weapons. 

In fact, the agreements ynder which Ger- 
man sovereignty was restored specifically pro- 
vide that Germany shall not make or’ possess 
these weapons. And those agreements have 
not been abrogated. 

Dr. Adenauer’s attitude, as a matter of 
fact, catsed considerable disturbance in Lon- 
don. And if there were a French government 
to speak out, it probably also would speak: in 
terms of the greatest reluctance. Thoughtful 
British papers are urging the utmost cau- 
tion before arming the former enemy with 
these ominous weapons. They fear that the 
step probably would preclude settlement of 
the problem of German reunification and 
other Centra] European issues. It might 
freeze both sides into irreversible obduracy, 
if not hostility. 

Many Germans—not merely Dr. Adenauer’s 
Socialist opponents—are opposed to nuclear 
arms. Protest meetings are being held in 
the cities of Germany, and many eminent 
signatures have been placed on an appeal to 
the Chancellor. These are not merely reflec- 
tions of the pacifism of a badly defeated na- 
tion with vivid recollections of air raids. Rath- 
er they are recognitions of the handicap that 
these weapons would be to the settlement of 
outstanding issues, and the danger to the 
whole world if nation after nation is armed 
with super-weapons. 

American and British forces in Germany 
have the weapons. Must Germany’s little 
army—still far below the strength Germany 
pledged to NATO—have them, too? Would 
this really enhance the security of Germany 
and of the West as a whole? These questions 
will have to be answered in London and in 
Washington because only London and Wash- 
ington can arm the Germans with nuclear 
weapons. And it is hard to see a good rea- 
son why they should be in a hurry to do so. 


A Better Service Pay Day 

Curtailment of the unusually high turnover 
rate in skilled military personnel seems as- 
sured. The Kilday bill, based on the Cordiner 
Committee report, has passed both houses of 
Congress. The Senate vote of 87 to 0 is even 
more impressive than was the House count 
of 366 to 22. 

The bill may become law in time for the 
services to receive pay increases in June. This 
would be none too soon, for the service pay 
scales have been outmoded for years. The 
Methuselah system, under which those who 
had longevity in*rank or grade got the 
most pay, should have been discarded long 
ago. It was only natural that just one lieuten- 
ant in four stayed on beyond his period of 
obligation and that only 15 per cent of first- 
term enlistees signed up for a second time. 

The outside world will still have strong at- 
traction for service personnel and pay is not 
everything in a career. But the new incentive 
pay program is something concrete. Properly 
administered, it can become the means of 
keeping the services from being crippled by 
steady loss of men best qualified to handle 
the complex weaponry of this electronic, jet 
and nuclear age. 


Let the Government Pay 


Speaking as it president, Harold E. Fellows 
told the National Association of Broadcasters 
at its Los Angeles convention that the broad- 
casting and telecasting industry ought to be 
relieved of “picking up the tab’ for travel and 
other expenses of members of the Federal 
Communications Commission. 

Although the broadcasting industry appar- 
ently was. quite happy to go down into its 
jeans to meet these bills before the recent 
disclosures of improper payments to some 
federal commissioners, this statement by Mr. 
Fellows is unexceptionable. If Government 
officials must travel, the Government should 
pay for it. If present allowances are not ade- 
quate to meet. reasonable expenses, it is up 
to Washington to revise its per diem sched- 
ule. 

Whatever else the inquiry into the FCC 
achieves, it should end the ugly business of 
putting commissioners under obligation to the 
high-staked industry which they are charged, 
by law, with regulating impartially. 


A Distinguished Ambassador 


It is not often that an Ambassador to the 
United States leaves behind a record of: ac- 


complishment of the character and quality of ° 


that of G. L. Mehta who returns ‘to India in 
the next few days. The testimonial of, es- 
teem and appreciation which is being paid 
to Ambassador Mehta in his final week in 
Washington is a measure of the good that he 
has achieved in the five and a half years since 
he came to the United States. 

In the first half of India’s decade of inde- 
pendence Ambassadors from New Delhi came 
and went like shadows in the night. There 
were four in hardly more than that many 
years, During much of the time relations 
between India and the United States were 
frayed if not strained. Washington did not 
understand Prime Minister Nehru. Officials 
in India often misread our intentions. 

Then New Delhi sent the economist-busi- 
ness man-journalist from Bombay and Calcut- 
ta who had helped write India’s first Five- 
Year Plan, who had been chairman of its 
Tariff Commission and had helped advance 
Iridia’s commerce as a shipping company exec- 
utive. He already knew a lot about the West- 
ern world since he had studied at the London 
School of Economics. ~ 

Ambassador Mehta did not try to represent 
the Indian policy as being anything other 
than what it Was—resolute independence. 
‘Nor did he try to cover up his country’s dis- 
like of our military pact with Pakistan and 
shipment of arms to Karachi or its amaze- 
ment that Secretary of State Dulles could 
seemingly go out of his way to fracture rela- 
tions with his support for Portuguese colo- 
nialism in Goa. The period also included 
the tensions over India's stand against Pakis- 
tan claims to Kashmir. 

Mr. Mehta accepted these and other prob 


lems and handled them by explaining them 
not only in Washington and Cuba and Mexico, 
to which he was likewise accredited, but also 
directly to the American people. Surely few 


, Ambassadors have ever seen more of the 


United States and talked first hand to more 
diverse American groups. He has been in 
three-fourths of the states. Judging by the 
good will and accomplishment he leaves in 


the United States, G. L. Mehta can and will — 


serve India well in the hard years that face 
Asia’s potentially great democracy. 
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Delay Either Way 

By splitting Democratic ranks, House Re- 
publicans have succeeded in passing the 
Eisenhower Administration’s unemployment 
compensation bill, eliminated one problem, 
and created another. 

The problem which was eliminated was a 
provision in the rival Democratic program to 
extend unemployment compensation benefits 
to some 2,000,000 workers who are not in- 
sured under this program. These workers 
may need relief, but to give it to them 
through the unémployment compensation 
system would assign to state unemployment 
agencies a welfare certification job they are 
not equipped to handle. Relief would have 
to be delayed until machinery for certifying 
eligibles could be set up. 

G.O.P. members, with strong help from 
Southern Democrats, got rid of this problem 
by rejecting the entire Democratic proposal 
in a 223-165 vote Then they passed the Ad- 
mhinistration plan, which may lead to difficul- 
ties of another sort. ; 

The Administration program extends un- 
employment benefits only {ef the 3,000,000 
unemployed who are already insured. A 
new federal estimate indicates that some 700,- 
000 of these have now exhausted their insur- 
ance benefits. Certainly they, need the 16 
weeks extension in benefits which the pro- 
gram would assure in most cases. 

But the plan approved by the House also 
requires the states to repay federal loans 
made to extend the benefits. The states gen- 
erally do not have the money. Most of them 
seem opposed to raising the employer taxes 
which support unemployment benefits. In 
any case, the states would have to accept the 
federal loans and increase their benefit peri- 
ods, and few legislatures are in session. So 
the House bill also could lead to long delay 
in giving relief to the jobless. 

Neither the defeated nor the approved 
measure fits the unemployment emergency. 
Right now, the quickest way to get aid to 
most of the unemployed is to extend it to 
those already insured, with the Federal Gov- 
ernment accepting the cost. The Senate will 
have an opportunity to make that needed im- 
provement in the House bill.

The Closing of the Lists 


The list of candidates seeking party nomi- 
nations for St. Louis and St. Louis county of- 
fices in the Aug. 5 primary is now complete. 
It is notable mostly for its overall mediocrity. 

In the city the vast majority of the incum- 
bent Democratic professionals have managed 
to discourage opposition. They have cinched 
the party nominations without a fight and 
can save themselves for November when they 
confidently expect a Democratic tide to-wash 
them back on the public payroll. 

The most opposition experienced by any 
of the city’s Democratic candidates has de- 
veloped in contests for the various “county 
offices’’—the state-controlled offices that col- 
lect city revenues and assist in administering 
the courts. Five of the seven incumbents are 
in contests of sorts. Even so, they appear to 
be odds-on favorites, since they control the 
party's patronage in the. city. 

The situation with respect to the city’s leg- 
islative delegation is discouraging. If the 
Democrats do sweep the city next fall, St. 
Louisans will be represented in Jefferson 
City by virtually the same dull, lazy, unin- 
formed and indifferent group that has been 
so ineffective in the last several sessions. Two 
of the three incumbent Democratic state sen- 
ators from the city are unopposed, as are 13 
Democratic state representatives. 

The city’s Republicans experienced eonsid- 
erable difficulty in filling out their ticket, 
although they did produce candidates every- 
where except for the Second and Fourth Mag- 
istrate districts. Nine incumbent Democrats 
among the city’s 10 magistrates are unop- 
posed. 
In St. Louis county the Democrats hope to 
break through in a big way in November.

Like Brazil, Chile has had to seek 
customers for her copper behind the 
Iron Curtain. With West Germany 
acting as intermediary, Russia re- 
cently purchased from Chile 3000 
tons of copper and 1500 tons of cop- 
per wire. Inevitably, with the Soviets 
dangling the prospect of being a reg- 
ular customer for copper, Chile will 
have to resume direct trade relations 
with Moscow (cut off in 1948). In- 
evitably, too, these will be followed 
by diplomatic relations. 

Colombia depends upon coffee for 
76.8 per cent of her income. Unable 
to sell her yield to the United States, 
she has contracted to dispose of $30.- 
000,000 worth of coffee to the 
U.S.S.R., in exchange for 60,000 tons 
of Russian wheat and a Russian offer 
to help install a new tractor plant. 

Uruguay showed a heavy trade de- 
ficit of $60,000,000 before the end 
of 1957, thanks to a fall in wool ex- 
ports to us. No wonder, then. that 
democratic little Uruguay is dicker- 
ing with a Rumanian trade delega- 
tion. 

Argentina, which in 1957 had an 
unfavorable trade balance of $267.- 
000,000, has long been trading with 
the Soviet Empire. An Argentine 
mission has just returned from the 
US.S.R:, where it signed an agree- 
ment under which Argentina will get

The New Films 


Delightful Romantic Comedy. 

ALTHOUGH he won an Oscar for a comedy perform- 
ance in “It Happened One Night” in 1934, a lot of. people 
probably have forgotten what a good light comedian Clark 
Gable is. He reminds them emphatically in “TEACHER’S 
PET,” a delightful and shrewd comedy 
about conflicting points of view on the 
newspaper profession at the FOX 
THEATER. , 

Director George Seaton, that astute vet- 
eran, has made this into a highly diverting 
piece from a deft script by Fay and Mich- 
ael Kanin, and with tne help of some 
skilled performances by Doris Day and Gig Young. But the 
thesis all revolves around the character played by Gable, and 
it is a perfect role for him. He is the selt-made city editor 
of a big New York City newspaper, a tough, virile, cynical 
and aggressive fellow, proud of the fact he worked his way 
up with little education, and contemptuous of the modern 
trend to intellectual journalism and Phi Beta Kappa re- 
porters. His newspaper seems to be a perfect tool for-his 
gore, gelt, girls and guts type of journalism for it features, 
instead of economics, foreign news, cold war, I.C.B.M.’s and 
other trivia, such really jolting old-fashioned stuff as love- 


nest slayings and blood-crazed sex maniacs in huge black 
headlines. 


He runs head-on into a prim and faintly smug pro-. 
ponent of modern journalism in depth — a university 
journalism teacher who believes the profession can be 
taught and practiced scientifically and not run by the seat 
of the pants, and has a much deeper social purpose than 
selling newspapers. This dedicated person just happens to 
be a pretty woman—the Kanins have not forgotten any 
romantic comedy formulas. To get the rival points of 
view and Clark and Doris themselves together, the Kanins 
have given us some clever nonsense, about Clark enrolling 
in Doris’s night class under the guise of a neophyte, and 
a nightclub session with a potential rival, an urbane 
psychologist who arouses Clark’s show-off spirit. 

All of this is quite funny, as well as covering some 
trenchant discussion, and the trio of stars makes it highly 
enjoyable. Gable is not afraid to play broadly. Whether 
smirkingly gloating, sardonically triumphant or guiltily 
sheepish, he does it with confident, practiced style of an 
old hand. Young, with his debonair charm, makes an‘ ex- 
cellent antagonist. ““Teacher'’s Pet” emerges as one of the 
best comedies of the year. 

Incidentally, Producer William Perlberg and Director 
Seaton went to great pains to make their newspaper city 
room sequences authentic. They hired 67 newspaper men 
and women to play the staff in an exact reproduction of 
the New York World-Telegram and Sun city room and en- 
gaged the city editor of that newspaper as technical adviser. 
This is a most refreshing change from the usual cliche- 
ridden approach. 

Very few things are perfect, however, and there is 
one little flaw in this action. Gable eats out his Phi Beta 
Kappa reporter for overwriting and points out that the 
several inches the story was too long could have been 
sold for advertising space for such and such an amount. 
Actually, the city editor wouldn’t worry about the adver- 
tising—its space had already been allotted. Instead he 
would most likely growl that he had eight blankety-blank 
columns of overset and if the reporter would write his 
piece concisely, for Pete's sake, it would allow a couple of 
items from the overset to get in. 

Also parenthetically, one of these newspapermen-actors 
is listed under the name of Myles Standish. He is dis- 
tinguished as an actor only by his ingenuity in getting 
behind Clark Gable in many of the city-room shots so as to 
insure not ending up on the cutting-room floor. To borrow 
a phrase from Alec Woollcott, his performance might 
mercifully be described as inadequate. 


About-Face in a War Movie. 

IN THE FIRST FEW reels of “THE YOUNG LIONS,” 
at the ST. LOUIS,” it’s hard to tell who the heroes are 
without a program. The Nazi soldiers are headed by 
Marlon Brando as an amiable, kindly Nordic blond-god 
type. His companions are a bunch of 
jolly good fellows, with the exception of 
one bloodthirsty maniac, a Capt. Harddn- 
berg (played by Maxmilian Schell, Maria's 
brother), who seems to be doing all the 
dirty work. 

On the other hand of the American 
side, we are represented by one avowed 
and unashamed draftdodger, a musical comedy star played 
by Dean Martin, who is finally reluctantly roped in by his 
neighbors’ summons to duty; one meek, shy but deter- 
bined fellow (Montgomery Clift) trying to do his duty; 
a sadistic lout of a captain and“a bunch of Nazi-like brutes 
of enlisted men, who persecute Monty because he’s a Jew, 
steal his money, and beat him unmercifully; and, oh yes, 
one nice normal lieutenant who stands for justice. 

In his novel, Irwin Shaw tried to show that all the 
people of Nazo inclinations weren't in German uniforms. 
But in this scriptwriter Edward Anholt and director Ed- 
ward Dmytryk have gone further by changing Christian, 
the Brando role, from an out-and-out dedicated Nazi to a 
nice boy only doing his duty as a soldier, one gradually 
disillusioned (even if it takes him five years) until he 
stumbles into a concentration camp on the final retreat 
and its horrors so revolt him he doesn't even defend him- 
self when Clift and Martin chop him down. This is in 
line. as Variety pointed out, with a current tendency in 
Hollywood to treat the Nazis much more tenderly than 
do the West Germans themselves-in their films. And its 
a line particularly repugnant in the present case, in which 
they've gone to such pains to paint a “realistic,” ie., ugly, 
picture of ourselves. 

Dramatically, the film has some good scenes, especially 
those involving Brando, and some of weak and unsure 
impact. I couldn't ‘tell for a long time whether Clift was 


. 


purposely. playing that way or whether he was just in a. 


daze: I decided he was in a daze. Martin's performance 
is quite to the point and so are those of Hope Lange and 
Barbara Rush as American girls. Performances of Brando, 
Schell and slithery May Britt as the Nazi captain’s wife 
with alley-cat morals are quite excellent. The story is 
diffuse and much too long at nearly three hours. I think 
it would have come out better it they had deleted the 
American portions and concentrated with a more caustic 
approach on Christian's disillusionment,

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Tension Mounts in Japan 
As Medical Team Examines 
Radioactive Crew Members

WHILE TENSION mounted in Yaizu, medical spectalists 
at Tokyo University were hard at work examining their two 
patients, Sanjiro Masuda and Tadashi Yamamoto. 


The afternoon of March 15 
had been somewhat confused 
as the staff of the hospital be- 
came organized to deal with 
the sudden appearance of a 
patient who was suffering 
from symptoms which had all 
the earmarks of radiation dam- 
age. When the story about 
Masuda broke in the Tokyo 
papers the hospital became a 
focus of national attention. 


Fortunately, a number of 
doctors associated with the 
hospital had first-hand experi- 
ence with patients suffering 
from atomic ‘injury. They had 
treated and observed many 
patients from Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. Atomic-bomb injury 
was an old story to these medi- 
cal men. However, when they 
studied Masuda's symptoms 
they were quite surprised. Sur- 
vivors of the atomic bombings 
at Hiroshima and Nagasaki did 
not exhibit. the type of skin 
injury which the fisherman 
had. 

Dr. Masao Tsuzuki, director 
of the Red Cross Hospital in 
Tokyo and one of the world’s 
foremost experts on atomic 
sickness, summed it up: “The 
whole clinical picture of the 
fishermen was a typical form 
of an acute dermatitis (inflam- 
mation) which is usually ob- 
served in the case of acute 
superficial skin injury caused 
by an overdose of soft X-rays.” 

Dr. Masanori Nakaidzumi, 
professor of radiology at Tokyo 
University, examined Masuda 
and Yamamoto on March 15 
and 16. 


The initial investigation 
showed that Masuda was ra- 
dioactive. Bits of the radio- 
active material which had 
fallen out of the skies on 
March 1, half a month be- 
fore, still clung to his body. 
His head was most severly 
contaminated by the radio- 
active ash. 


As the professor's assistant 
moved the Geiger counter tube 
over the patient's body the 
clicking decreased in tempo, 
rising to a greater rate as the 
tube passed over the armpits, 
hands and lower abdomen. The 
stunned fisherman knew then 
that his case could not be tak- 
en lightly. The buzzing of the 
doctor’s electronic instrument 
was a chilling and ominous 
sound. 

On March 16 careful meas- 
urements of the radioactivity 
remaining on the patient's 
body were made at Tokyo Uni- 
versity. These confirmed the 
first observations that the pa- 
tient’s head was most serious- 
ly contaminated. Instrument 
readings taken above the fore- 
head showed almost two mil- 
liroentgens per hour while 
readings for the side of the 
head went. up to nine milli- 
roentgens per hour. These val- 
ues were so high that doctors 
decided to take immediate 
steps to remove the source of 
contamination. All of Masuda’s 
haif was cut off. A tuft of hair 
from the side of his head was 
taken aside and analyzed with 
a laboratory counter. Although 
it weighted less than a hun- 
dreth of an ounce it caused 
the counter to rattle away at 
the rate of 442 counts per min- 
ute. 


Masuda’'s hair was so radio- 
active that a bit of it placed 
on a piece of photographic 
film reproduced on the de- 
veloped film a perfect image 
as though it had béen photo- 
graphed with ordinary light. 
In fact, there was still enough 
radioactivity adhering to the 
patient’s scalp and face, even 
after the haircut and thorough 
washing, that Dr. Shimizu and 
an assistant were able to make 
the following experiment.

They taped a small piece of 
photographic film, wrapped in 
lightproof paper, on Masuda’s 
cheek and left it in place for 
20 minutes. Then they took it 
off and developed the film. It 
revealed a®blotchy pattern of 
irregular black spots (where 
the radiation had struck the 
film) against the white back- 
ground of the film 


Analyses made of the fisher- 
mens blood showed no pre- 
cipitous decreases in the num- 
ber of white blood cells but 
this was not surprising since it 
often took several weeks or 
more before a severe drop oc- 
curred. Quicker to respond to 
the damaging effects of radia- 
tion was the bone marrow 
Laboratory tests showed that 
the bone marrow cells of the 


two victims were about half 
what one would normally 
expect. 

Having made a thorough 


check on two of the fishermen, 
the doctors sized up the situa- 
tion. It was still too early to 
make a prognosis but the pa- 
tients obviously required care- 
ful medical treatment. Immedi- 
ate attention should be given 
to examination of the other 
21 fishermen at Yaizu. It was 
decided that a team of doctors 
and nurses would take the 
morning train to Yaizu and ex- 
amine the crew of the Lucky 
Dragon. Dr. Kazuo Miyoshi be- 
came the head of the small 
task force which included, in 
addition to himself. one sur- 
geon, two physicians and two 
nurses. Three other university 
assistants joined the group at 
the request of Prof. Kenjiro 
Kimura, the distinguished 
chemist who was world famous 


for his atomic research 
Dr. Kimura organized a 


group of researchers to work 
in day and night shifts on the 
involved analysis to make the 
radioactive ashes yield up their 
secret. No longer were the 
chemists doing a routine piece 
of research to record in the 
scientific literature of the day. 


They were now on the front 
line with the medical men, 
straining to save the lives of 


23 fishermen. It was a grueling 
fight against time, for the test 
tubes would not be hurried in 
the process and days would be 
required,- perhaps weeks, to 
find the answer to the mystery 
of the ashes which had been 
scraped from the decks of the 
Lucky Dragon. Then, who could 
tell? Perhaps the Americans 
would reveal the content of the 
ashes before the laboratory 
tests were finished. The Japa- 
nese specialists hoped so for

ate treatment. 


Thus, while Dr. Shiokawa 
had been the first man to find 
radioactivity aboard the Lucky 
Dragon and Dr. Nishiwaki had 
pioneered in studying the ra- 
dioactivity of Bikini- dusted 
fish, they made way for the 
scientific-medical team from 
Tokyo University. The group 
of scientists and doctors ar- 
rived in Yaizu early in the 
afternoon of Wednesday, March 


17. They split up, the scien- 
tific group heading for the 
Lucky Dragon to collect sam- 


ples and the medical team go- 
ing directly to the Yaizu Hos- 
pital to confer with Dr. T. Ooi 
and his colleagues. 

Although the Tokyo experts 
had yet to examine the crew- 
men and render their opinion 
on the nature of their illness, 
the people of Yaizu had taken 
their cue from newspapers a 
day before. They assumed the 
worst, and some characters be- 
came modern-day Cassandras, 
visiting the homes of the crew- 
men and painting vivid and 
morbid pictures of the 
which awaited thestricken men. 


Some “friends” visited Su- 
sumu Misaki, the wheelman 
of the Lucky Dragon, and 
showed him books about the

Dr. Miyoshi soon found that 
all the men were contaminated 
and he ordered ‘‘decontamina- 
tion’ measures taken. Cutting 
their hair off was the most vi- 
tal step, since examination of 
Masuda's hair had shown it to 
be the source of most of the 
contamination about the head. 
No barbers in Yaizu could be 
found to cut the crewmen's 
hair.

taken, of course, and some 
bone-marrow punctures to be 
made—rather an unpleasant 
operation but a necessary one. 
It was 9 o'clock that evening 
when the Tokyo doctors 
checked in at their hotel and 
left the men to rest in isola- 
tion at the hospital. There was, 
however, no rest for the doc- 
They sat up until the 
early morning hours writing 
down their observations and 
tabulating data about the pa- 
tients. They agreed that _the 
other 21 patients did not mani- 
fest such acute symptoms as 
Masuda and Yamamoto. They 
also agreed that it would be 
best for the patients if they 
could be transferred to Tokyo 
hospitals where there was bet- 
ter medical equipment avail- 
able. But they knew how the 
fishermen might react to such 
a suggestion, and they decided 
to treat the patients in Yaizv 
for the time being. Later on 
they would try to persuade the 
crewmen to transfer to Tokyo. 


Meanwhile, the doctors de- 
cided that they would give 
the most severely damaged 
patients blood transfusions 
and antibiotics to control in- 
fection. The fishermen would. 
be kept hospitalized and 
made to rest as much as 
possible. Of the 21 crewmen 
hospitalized at Yaizu, four 
men had blood counts which 
were quite low, 


The task force of medical 
men decided that they would 
take frequent blood and mar- 
row counts in order to follow 
the condition of the most 
critical cases. If the. patients 
followed the pattern of Hiro- 
shima survivors, they would 
get worse before they got 
better. There was as yet no 
method for estimating how 
much radiation each fisherman 
had received, although their ° 
symptoms suggested that they 
had received well in excess of 
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300

would have had the various 
symptoms of acute radiation in- 
jury so familiar to Japanese 
doctors who had treated 
patients of the atomic bombings 
at Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 
Moreover, none of the patients 
from either of the two cities 
had been hurt bv radioactive 
dust since the thousandfold less 
explosive bombs in 1945 had 
been burst high in the air and 
no heavy radioactive debris fell 
out from the bomb cloud on 
either city. This meant that the 
doctors were without guide or 
precedent for a proper method 
of treatment for the superficial 
wounds Checking with the 
Geiger counters, they § had 
cleansed the skin and had re- 
duced the amount of radio- 
active material still bombarding 
the human tissue of their 
patients, but they could only 
wait and see what developed 
from the bombardment. 

In treating the patients the 
Japanese doctors could draw 
upon a wealth of medical in- 
formation gained by systematic 
examination of men. women 
and children who had survived 
the blast, heat and radiation at 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. Fol- 


low-up studies on these victims 
of the A-bomb were carried 
out on a co-operative basis un- 
der the sponsorship of the 
Atomic Bomb Casualty Com- 


mission which established mod- 
ern research facilities at Hiro 
shima \ 


fully examined, classified and 
re-examined for effects which 
put in a tardy appearance. The 
“hospital” staff consisted large- 
lv of Japanese scientists and 
technicians who were supple- 
mented by a rotating staff of 
American doctors and special- 
ists.
